Mexico has served diplomatic rela- 
tions with Cuba. This was learned 
officially late today after a report 
that the Mexican charge d' affaires 
at Havana and the Cuban minister 
had been recalled from their respec- 
tive -posts had been confirmed at the 
foreign office. 
The recall of the Mexican repre- 


sentative to Cuba and the suspend- 
ing for an indefinite time of the send- 
ing of a new .representative is ex- 
plained officially as due to the fact 
that because of the war 
in which 


Cuba is involved, that government 
has been obliged to dictate measures 
that affect the interest of the Mexi- 
can government in many instances.

Garcia Ensenat, has not yet arrived 
in Mexico City, having been appoint- 
ed only recently. During the inter- 
val. Dr. Luis Santamaris Calvo has 
been acting as charge. 
It was re- 


ported recently that he would leave 
for Cuba on a vacation and would 
return with the new minister.

ROOSEVELT CHARGES 
WILSON RESPONSIBLE 


FOR DISCRIMINATION 


Washington, May 25.—A reply by 


Theodore Roosevelt to Postmaster 
General Burleson today in their con- 
troversy over alleged discrimination 
by the postoffice department in treat- 
ment of publications, presented 
to 


the senate today by Senator Poindex- 
ter of Washington, charged that the 
administration had-played for and 
against different 
newspapers 
and 


magazines,, and that President Wil- 
son was directly responsible. 


The administration, Mr. Roosevelt 


declared, has condoned the anti-ally 
attitude of . certain publications— 
among them the Hearst newspapers, 
while embarrassing those that have 
made honest criticism of the conduct 
of the war. 


GERMANY HAD 


PUNNED IRISH 


REVOLTIN1917 


London, May 25.—Germany's un- 


tiring efforts to foment revolution 
in Ireland with the aid of the Sinn 
Fein are laid bare in 
a statement 


from the official press bureau, 
re- 


viewing this phase of the Irish politi- 
cal situation since the beginning of 
of the war. 
After the abortive re- 


bellion of easier week ISlfi, plans 
were made for a revolt in 1917, but 
this miscarried because of America's 
entry into the war and Germany's 
inability to send troops to Ireland. 
An uprising in Ireland was planned 
for this year after U«c German 
of- 


fensive in the west has been success- 
ful and when Great Britain presuma- 
bly would he stripped of troops. 


Concerning the re-™cnt arrests in 


Ireland, the statement says that facts 
and documents, for obvious reasons, 
cannot be disclosed at this time, nor 
can the means of communication be- 
tween Germany and Ireland.

London, May. 25.—With the excep- 


tion of 53 American soldiers all the 
persons on board the British troop 
ship Moldavia, which was torpedoed 
and sunk Thursday morning, were 
saved and have .been landed at a 
southern British port. 
No officers 


names are among the list of missing 
and it contains the names of only 
two non-commissioned officers. 


Captain Johnson, an American in- 


fantry officer, who was on board .the' 
Moldavia, gave a Daily Telegraph 
representative this account of the 
sinking: 
-"The ship was struck just forward 


of the engines on the port side. All 
the .troops were in their bunks sleep- 
ing in their uniforms. 
There was a 


loud explosion and then the ship's 
whistle was blown, which was a sig- 
nal for everybody to come on deck. 
The men had been assigned to par-r 
ticlar boats and boat-drill had been 
held every day. The men assembled 
in perfect order. 
Their discipline 


was splendid—the best I ever saw. 


"The Moldavia listed to' port, but 


righted herself and ran on for about 
15 minutes to avoid being high again; 
They she began to sink rapidly. Or- 
ders Avere given to lower ths boats 
and rafts and we got off. 


"Destroyers 
had 
been 
circling 


around us all the time and as soon as 
the Moldavia was struck they drop- 
ped several depth charges. 
No sec- 


ond torpedo was fired and we saw 
nothing of the submarine. 
We re- 


mained in the lifeboats until the ship 
sank when we were taken on "board 
:he destroyers. •> As soon as the men 
ot aboard the boatfe and rafts they 
began laughing and singing, and 
when the ship sank- they gave three 
:hsers. 


"Of the 53 missing, two are cor- 


jorals and the others privates. 
I 


>elieve all. were killed by the ex- 
plosion."'

Great victories In warfare have 


generally resulted from the unex- 
pected. 
Washington secured the in- 


dependance of the United States by 
keeping up the bluff that he was 
going to attack the British at New 
York. While continuing all prepara- 


for such an attack, and lead- 


even his own soldiers to think he 


was -going to make it. he suddenly 
marched them off to Yorktown and 
captured Cornwallis by a surprise 
attack. 


'Modern warfare is organized on 


so tremenoas a scale tbat surprise 
is a very difficult game to pull off. 
Up to within a few months. It was 
customary to prepare for an attack 
by a week or more of intense artil- 
lery Hre. That gave the enemy no-

NATIONAL EFFICIENCY. 


Industrial production is a science, 


and in the world competition we 
must meet nations who conduct it 
m a scientific basis 
We have in 


he past worked on a traditional and 
haphazard basis. If a mechanical or 


gricultural 
method 
was 
handed 


down by the fathers, it became 
ixed for many years: There were 
not many producers who would an- 
alyze it to its elemental principles 
o find it was-correct. 


There has been a lack of techni- 


al schools to impart to young men 
he most careful preparation for the 
mechanical arts. There was a lack 
of research to standardize .formulas 
and processes of production! 
And 


most young men have not thought it 
necessary to pursue such courses of 
echnical study as were within their 
reach 
In many lines now there are 


works of technical information avail- 
able. 
But the majority of young 


men engaging in these callings do 
not study these sources of informa- 
ion. 


Recent years, it is true, have 


shown a marked trend toward better 
method "and sciefice. 
Many factor- 


es that used to buy raw materials 
by guess-work and get cheated half 
the time, now depend on laboratory 
tests. Thereby they get a product 
that they can depend upon. 


If we are going to make shoes or 


steel, or raise potatoes, we need to 
know all there is to know about 
shoes and steel or potatoes. 
We 


need to understand all the constitu- 
ents of our raw material, how it 
tends to vary from standard form, 
what defects it is likely to suffer 
from, how it will work under all 
conditions. 


This spirit of patient indefatigable 


investigation of detail, of research 
for complete information about pro- 
cesses and materials, is necessary to 
any national efficiency. 
The people 


who are winning today are those who 
have caught this idea of patient in- 
tensive study—of aH sources of in- 
formation about their work

May 26.—With the marriage diffi- 
culties overcome through the order 
issued by Major General Edwin F. 
Glenn, Wednesday, legalizing the is- 
suance of marriage certificates at 
camp, a new problem is facing camp 
officers. 
The problem is:

be done with the newly-married 
couples?" 
A large majority of the bride- 


grooms at Camp Sherman are unable 
tp leave camp. During tbe past two 
weeks the various community houses 
have been filled, so that there is no 
more room for the brides in camp.

per, matches, fuel briquets, and other 
products, great quantities of It are 
said to be still wasted in the great 
wheat field"! of Canada. One plan for 
utilizing this consists in converting it 
Into artificial wood. 
By %thc Carre 


method, the straw is split In a cutter, 
mixed with suitable binding agents on 
a steam-heated table, and then, in piles 
of regulated thicknesses, subjected to 
a pressure of two or three tons per 
square Inch In a hydraulic press. The 
resulting boards are said to resemble 
American whltcwood. 
The material 


can be sawed, planed, turned or other- 
wise worked with ordinal? wood toWs, 
and Is adapted for decvi«iive or struc- 
tural purposes.

The Japanese long ago learned the 


value of seaweed. 
They make out 


of It products worth §1,500,000 a y«nr. 
most of it being foodstuffs. Of the 
600 varieties known to the islands, 
the most valuable is the common red 
laver, which Is found throughout the 
world. In the neighborhood of Tokyo" 
and Hiroshima, seaweed fanners every 
year row out to their "farms," which 
are located at the mouths of bays and 
rivers. They dig holes at low tide In 
the muddy bottom and press down bar- 
riers of boughs which catch the spores 
of red laver as they drift In with the 
inflowing tide. 
It grows so rapidly 


that It can be harvested within three 
or four months. 
There arc between 


2,250 and 2,300 acres thus utilized in 
Japan and the planters clear between 
$150 and and $100 an acre.—Boston 
Post.
